L BGTM (Lesbians, Bisexuals, Gays 
and Transgcndcrcd of McGill) 
organised a week of events from 
Friday 30th January through until Friday 
6th February. This week comprised of a 
mixture of social and political events, to 
bring together the queer McGill commu- 
nity. Gay Pride Week kicked off with a 
well attended, lively party at Thompson 
Hou.se, and included a panel discussion at 
SSMU on activism and apathy on 
Tuesday evening. The week has been a 
credit to LBGTM’s drive and those who 
participated to make the events worth- 
while and fun. 

Gay Pride Week may have 
passed most of the Law faculty by - I 
myself would have been oblivious to it 
had my roommate not been LBGTM’s 
Treasurer and drawn it to my attention. 
Reading the McGill press would have 
alerted me to this event. What has not 
passed me by, and I am sure you, is the 
activism of Outlaw McGill, our faculty 
student group previously know as Sexual 
Minorities and the Law. One area that 
Outlaw McGill has clearly impacted on is 
the content of many courses offered in 
the faculty, which include specific refer- 
ence to gay and lesbian issues. As gays 
and lesbians increasingly go to court to 
secure equality rights, these issues are 
important not only to queer law students, 
but also to non-queer lawyers who are 
increasingly likely to find themselves in a 
position to advise on such matters. 

Studying in this faculty, with an 
active group of gay and lesbian lawyers 
and positive professors and students, has 



been a pleasant surprise to me. The situa- 
tion that I discover here is a marked con- 
trast my experience of studying law at the 
London School of Economics in the late 
1980’s, where I saw no out gay law stu- 
dents and no lesbian and gay law group. 
Perhaps this is due to the fact that we are 
benefiting from a further 10 years of 
activism, and that law students in Canada 
may tend to be more “out” given that 
they arc generally several years older 
than their counterparts in the United 
Kingdom who often study law as their 
first degree. Whatever the reason, it is to 
McGill’s credit and benefit, and I hope 
that it will encourage law students, both 
gay and straight, to strive to achieve 
equality through the profession.

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In Memoriam: Nancy ParK LL B. ‘97

N ancy Park’s friends and col- 
leagues from the Faculty gath- 
ered last Monday, February 2, for 
a memorial service in her honour. She 
had died suddenly of acute leukemia the 
previous Wednesday. 

The touching memorial service, 
held in the Common Room, began with 
the a playing of Aretha Franklin’s 
“Natural Woman’’, one of Nancy’s 
favourites. After a brief welcome by 
organizer Dyanoosh Youssefi, Dean 
Toope expressed condolences on behalf 
of the faculty. Appropriately, he quoted 
from Nancy’s personal statement from 
her law school application, and in so 
doing gave us some insight into her con- 
cerns: 

As an adult, / am conscious of 
feeling like a foreigner wherever I go. 
Although born in Canada, people here 
regularly ask me where / am from. The 
implication is, of course, that I am not 
from ‘here’ . I suspect they would not be 
asking this question if I did not look like 
a member of an ethnic minority. Hence, I 
have an odd impression of Canada, the 
country where I am supposed to belong. 
Despite the great multicultural myth, / 
am aware of my "otherness” , both inside 
and outside home. I feel as much an other 
in the Korean community, where my 
Western democratic assumptions contin- 
ually clash with traditional, hierarchical 
ones. 

“Nancy lived her life across 
frontiers,” concluded Dean Toope, “and 
now she has crossed a frontier that we 
cannot possibly understand.” 

After listening to a recording of 
Nancy singing classical choral composi- 
tions, her friends shared some memories. 
Dyanoosh told some anecdotes revealing 
Nancy to be a serious person, strongly 
concerned with social justice and active 
in her involvement in the community. 
But she also had a joic dc vivre: “I 
remember many moments that I shared 



with Nancy-moments that were fun, per- 
sonal, serious, silly, heartwarming, 
heartwrenching, frustrating, intelligent, 
confusing, and, several times, moments 
that involved food. You see, Nancy liked 
food — other people’s food. She dropped 
by her friends’ homes for a coffee, a 
snack, a three-course meal... And so, 
among the many endearing nicknames 
we had for her, Glen Linder and I also 
called her ‘Mooch’.” 

Jo-Anne Pickcl, Bernard 
Duhaime and Loris Mirella all shared the 
sentiments, each telling anecdotes reveal- 
ing Nancy to be a curious and easy-going 
person with a weakness for exotic culi- 
nary treats. She moved easily in different 
social circles, and each of the people she 
touched was blessed with seeing a unique 
aspect of her personality. 

She loved music and excelled at 
it. An accomplished singer, she belonged 
to several choirs. She also loved to 
laugh. Indeed, as all who knew her will 
attest, her laughter was contagious. 

After a few more poems and 
anecdotes were read, Laurie Sargent read 
Glen Linder’s dedicatory limerick, 
putting a much-appreciated smile on our 
tear-streaked faces. The humour was 
most appropriate for, as Laurie said, “no 
one laughed harder a Glen’s jokes than 
Nancy.”

I did not come all (he way from 
the other side of the ocean only to study. 
The way of life here and habits arc also qu- 
ite different. I know a lot of peop- 
le went to Europe and even Amsterdam (f- 
orwhat kind of reason whatsoe- 
ver), but still there arc a few things not sow- 
ell known about Holland. For exa- 
mple, we have two days of Christm- 
as but we don’t give Christmas prese- 
nts. That happens on the 5th of 
u December, called SL Nicolas day. He 
comes from Spain and brings presents 
for sweet children and salt for bad chil- 
dren. Thanksgiving and Halloween arc 
not celebrated in Holland, so that was 
quite nice for me to do here. Further, 
we don’t have beer at the university 
and no muffins and donuts all over the 
place. 

The strangest thing is probably 
the distance. Because Holland is so 
small, 100 km is already far; as for 
here, a thousand is still 
close. From Montreal to /S. 
Amsterdam is the same X x.

Montreal to Vancouver. When 
Canadians come to Europe, they travel 
through ten counU'ies in twelve days. I 
would never do that. But here I drove 
from Vancouver to Montreal, what is 
rare for Canadians. 

As my last point 1 want to 
mention the drugs in Holland. I think a 
lot of people have a wrong image of 
Holland concerning drugs. Some think 
that everybody smokes like crazy. Yes 
it is true that is legal, but I have never 
seen it as much as here in Montreal. 
Yes, I can go to the shop on the comer 
to buy hash, but that docs not mean I do 
it. To find out for yourself, come to 
Holland. For everybody I have met, but 
did not give my address, or those I did 
not meet, everybody is welcome. Here 
is my parents’ address if you want to 
visit the Dutch tulips and windmills;
